platform concerning Japan's 
future {nternational — re- 
lations smacked very much 
of this Intest type of 
political philosophy. = In 
fact, Mr Hatoyama made 
the country fully aware of 
his predilections for this 
policy before the elections 
by making overtures to 
Russia almed at normalising 
relations between the Soviet 
and Japan. 


What now remains to bé acen 
is how the Japanese Premier 
proposes to steer an course 
in international relations 
that will avoid giving 
offence to either East or 
West. The United States, in 
particular, will be sensitive 
to any action which has the 
appearance of drawing 
Japan away from the 
democracies, And she will 
watch even more closely, 
and probably with some 
apprehension, the new 
government's expressed 
determination to increase 
trade with Communist 
China, 


Japan is not a signatory to 
the United Nations embargo 
on atrategic commodities, 
but she has assumed morn 
obligations to respect the 
cond{tions of the embargo. 
Will Mr Hatoyama, in view 
of hls popular mandate, 
consider he has been freed 
from previous undertakings 
and embark on an un- 
restricted trade programme 
with Peking? The  con- 
sequences, in terms of 
Japan's relations with the 
United States, could be 
¢onalderable, 


HERE are no aligns that 
America is prepared to 
support any move to lift the

heard this cry in 

Moslem cities from here to 
Baghdad. It comes from a 
new generation of natlon- 
dlists as well as old- 
fashioned trouble - makers. 
And it is causing increased 
concern among Western de- 
fence planners, who within 
the past year have seen 
British forces begin their 
exodus from the vast net- 
work of ground, air and 
navel bases of the Suez 
Canal Zone. ' 


The cry can be heard in 
this little 75-square mile 
spit of land called Aden, the 
crossroads of sea traffic be- 
tween East and West since 
ancient times. 


For more than a century 
since the Brithyh took this tiny 
peninsula and made it a Crown 
Colony, Aden bas been a for- 
tress nt the gateway to the 
Red Sea. Today, nationalism in 
{he Arab states threatens to 
engulf both the Colony and the 
adjacent 115,000 square miles 
of the Aden Protectorate, which 
border the forbidden kingdom 
of The Yemen and oil-rich 
Saud! Arabia, 


About sixty per cent of 
Aden's population is Yemenite. 
Ahmed, who has reigned! os 
King of The Yemen since his 
father's assassinotion in 1948, 
has Jong claimed the Aden 
Protectorute as part of hi 
domain, Since the British with 
drawal from Suez, he ‘has veh 
come more militant In his 
claims, and there has been 
bloody fighting — along the 
Yemen border, 


His Fear 


The British administrators 
here say that King Ahmed is 
working against time. His 
recent aggressive actions are 
due, they argue, to his fear 
that as the Protectorate S- 
pers under British supervision, 
his own claims to soverelgnty 
over the area will find less and 
less ty among ite 
Yemenite inhabitants, 


They cite the great expansion 
of Irrigation and agricultural 
echemes which are bringing 
back crops to the vast desert 
wilderness, the newly-com- 
pleted oil-refnery, and plans 
for making Aden itself an 
even greater centre of world 
shipping. 


It was -here, according to 
Arab legend, that Noah  bullt 
his Ark before the Deluge. 
The site identiNed by this tradi- 
tion is being demolished to 
make room for deep sea ship- 
ping berths. In terms of 
tonnage capacity, the port of 
Aden already ranks fourth 
among the world’s largest, 


The exact spot where Noah 
supposedly trooped his animais 
abcard, two by two, is Mdaalla, 
a village on the foreshore of 
the Aden peninsula. For five 
thousand years, the Arabs say, 
this elte has been usetl for con- 
structing ocean-going dhows. 
And they clalm es descendants 
of Nosh that Maalla, belongs to 
them. 

The owner of the site toda: 
is a wealthy Arab named Alt 
Ibrahim Noor. He employs 
craftsmen who sult how’ and 
hammer together their boats in 
the ananner of the Arie with 
timbers drought ‘from East 
Afsiea ond etasonecd for. years 
in .

ce OW much protein do 
cereals contain, 
Madame?” asked the Chef. 

“That depends on the 
variety,” I replied. “In any 
case, cereal protein js what 
is known as “secomlary,”” 
and must be combined with 
‘primary’ or ‘animal’ 
protein to complete the 
amino acid balance, and 
induce bedy growth = in 
ghildren, and the repair of 
cellular tissues in persons 
of all ages, from baby 
to grandpa. 

“For this renson, cereal 
combined or served with 
milk, eggs, meat, poultry 
cheese or fish becomes a 
balanced protein food.” 

“Which cereal naturatly 
contains the most protein, 
Madame?” 

“Oatmeal and 
are In the 
approximately 
cent protein.  Corm- soya 
shreds (a ready -to'- eat 
cereal made from corn and 
soy beans) are equally high 
in protein. 


VARIATION IN CONTENT 


“As to the wheat cereala in 
general, the proteln content 
varles from 80 14 per cent 
This depends on whether they’re 
made of hard of soft wheat.

China Mail Special Writer 


Teheran, Mar, 1. 

The Persian Government has issued o flat 
warning to civil servants in 1955 the fight against 
corruption will be redoubled. ; . 

After national development schemes and the 
‘anti-Communist purge, the ridding of public life 
from corruption looms here as one of the major 
domestic issues. 

The Shah, in a scries of plain statements made 
throughout 1954, told his subjects that bribery and 
corruption were curses which had to be banished 
before Persian life could function well and win 
universal respect. 


Now, General Fazlotlah 
Zohodi, the Prime Minister, has 
sot in motion o hand-picked 
ontl-corruption team of  in- 
spectors who have his uuthority 
to poke through any Ministerial 
office on, the lookout far iNogal 
acts. 

WIN PUBLIC OVER 


General Zahedi has sought 
to win the xencral public 
over to his campaign by 
promising’ big rewards for 
information which leads to 
the discovery of bribery. To 
civil servants themstlves, 
he has offered rewards for 
such information equal to 
tho bribes dangled = before 
them. 

It hus been officially stressed 
that the great mojority of 
Persian civil servants are 
Donest and devoted, if somes 
what poorly paid, workers. 

That corruption exists Is 
secret, loast of all to respon- 
sible Persians, For several 
months, hls inherited problem 
has been aired in) Parliament, 
in newspapers and at numerous 
meetings, To most officials, It is 
a painfully famillar theme, The 
oply uew thing now is that 
decisive action is to be lken 
against It.

On trial are Yam Kwan-pak, 
alias Ah Kwan, 20, Ho Kwong- 
tang, allas Ah Tang, 24, and 
Yam Pak, alias Lan To-yee, 20. 
They aro alleged to have 
murdered PC Lai Shing lost 
December 6.
